A HISTORIC festival’s horseback¬ 
riding hero had to jump off and 
take a hike - after health and safe¬ 
ty fears forced him from his steed. 

Since 1964, villagers in Dymchurch have cel¬ 
ebrated the Day of Syn - a biannual festival 
based on the novels of Russell Thorndike. 

Now locals fear the ruling could mean the 
end of the event, which draws thousands of 
visitors to Romney Marsh. 

Traditionally, on every second August bank 
holiday a resident has taken on the role of 
Dr Syn, a Robin Hood-style vicar who smug¬ 
gles goods into the seaside village to keep 
people from starving. 

Dressed as a scarecrow to hide his identity, 
the vicar normally gallops along the beach and 
streets of the village, evading soldiers and tax- 
men in his bid to deliver food and supplies to 
his flock. But for the first time since it began, 
the vicar was this year forced to walk around 
the festival after it was deemed “too danger¬ 
ous” for him to ride by insurers. 

Many companies rejected cover outright, and 
the only one prepared to insure the rider quot¬ 
ed an astonishing £l,000-a-day - almost dou¬ 
ble what the average motorist spends on car 
insmance each year. 

So instead of galloping past his enemies try¬ 
ing to confiscate his smuggled goods. Dr Syn 
had to walk among them, leaving 3,000 
festival-goers disappointed. 

In at least two of Thorndike’s seven novels. 
Dr Syn is pictured on horseback on the front 
cover.

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Jail for rapist 
cauglrt by DNA 
eight years on

A CUSTOMS officer has 
been jailed for 12 years for 
raping a single mother 
eight years ago. 

Kelvin Bennett, 45, was caught 
after police took his DNA as part of 
an unrelated probe. 

He was arrested in February this 
year on suspicion of raping a woman 
in Folkestone in December 2000 
after cold-case detectives matched 
his genetic profile against a national 
police database. 

Maidstone Crown Court heard 
Kent Police found a sample, provided 
following an rmspecified allegation 
by his ex-partner in June 2007, was 
a “fiill match” against that of an 
alleged rape on December 9, 2000. 

Bennett, from Birmingham, set 
upon the mother-of-one after grab¬ 
bing her from behind as she walked 
to her mother’s house. He was living 
in Dover at the time. 

Sentencing him on Wednesday on 
rape and kidnap charges. Judge 
Philip Statman said: “This case illus¬ 
trates every woman’s worst fears.” 

And he told Bennett: “You must 
have thought as the years went by 
that you had escaped justice and, but 
for the re-evaluation of this case by 
this county’s cold-case unit, you 
would have done so.” 

Screaming 

Earlier in the court case, Bennett’s 
victim, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, had wept from behind 
a screen as she described how she 
walked home from her local pub. 

She said: “I felt someone grab me 
from behind so I couldn’t fight or 
break away. The next minute I was 
on the floor. I was trying to get up, 
but I couldn’t because my legs were 
being held so I was struggling. 

“I started screaming, hoping some¬ 
one would hear me and come and 
help, but no one did. The next minute 
I was being put into the car and driv¬ 
en away. I was crying - I asked him 
what he was going to do.”

The court heard how the woman, 
who was 21 at the time and is now 
29, was attacked after pausing 
briefly to make a phone call to her 
boyfriend to tell him she loved him. 

Shortly afterwards she was grab¬ 
bed by Bennett, who had parked his 
car at the roadside. 

She then screamed so loudly that it 
alerted two neighbours - at about 
2.30am - who came out onto the 
dimly-lit street. But she was driven 
off before residents could investigate 
what was happening. 

She described how she was taken 
to secluded countryside spots before 
being raped three times. 

She said: “He climbed on top and 
he raped me. I was crying - he said 
he would have to kill me but I said 
‘Please let me go’.” 

She described her attacker as “a 
coloured man with a goatee beard 
and long black hair”. 

Prosecutor Cairns Nelson told the 
court Bennett was “a ladies’ man” 
who enjoyed trawling nightspots to 
pick up women - but had to keep a 
low profile because of his job. 

Bennett admitted having sex with 
the alleged victim, but he claimed 
after seeing a photo of her that he 
couldn’t remember her.

he was “disappointed” by the decision. 

He said: “For 44 years Dr S 3 m has 
burst into the festival on horseback. 
He is the main show and when he 
makes his entrance people are truly 
overwhelmed. 

“But this time he just had to walk 
around. It just wasn’t the same.” 

In previous years organisers relied 
on public liability insurance to cover 
the event, but they discovered that 
the catch-all policy - which cost some 
£450 for the entire festival - did not 
cover someone on horseback. 

Regular festival-goer Ray Griffiths, 
67, said: “It was a disappointment. It 
felt strange. It certainly was not as 
authentic a representation of the 
daring Dr Syn as it used to be. 

“There is already so much red tape 
and bureaucracy to wade through, it 
just seems like the days of our festival 
are numbered. 

“The Day of Syn is the catalyst to 
bring people in to spend money on the 
charity stalls such as the Scouts. 

“And it is a celebration of Dym- 
church’s culture. It shouldn’t have to 
be so difficult.” 

In previous years, up to 10,000 peo¬ 
ple have attended the festival. 

Author Russell Thorndike, the son 
of a former Rochester Cathedral 
canon, is best known for his early 
1900s Doctor Syn of Romney Marsh 
novels, which include The Courage¬ 
ous Exploits of Doctor Syn and The 
Amazing Quest of Doctor Syn. 

The Dr S 3 m character is based on 
the vicar of Dymchurch, who became 
the leader of the “Marsh Men” - a 
gang of smugglers who prowled 
Romney Marsh on horseback at night 
to dodge the taxman. 

The author, bom in 1885, died at the 
age of 87 in 1972. 


£4.5m of heroin 
found at docks 

A MAN has appeared in court char¬ 
ged with smuggling heroin into the 
UK inside three suitcases.

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Road draws 
the line at 
modem art 


A COUNCILLOR is investigating 
the mystery of a set of double yel¬ 
low lines which appear to have 
melted. 

The no-parking markings in Christ Church 
Road, Folkestone, have an unusual look to 
them - reminiscent of the creations of an 
abstract painter instead of the work of 
Highways Agency staff 

Some passers-by have even speculated they 
could be a bizarre addition to Folkestone’s 
Triennial artworks by the likes of Tracey 
Emin which are dotted throughout the town - 
rather than traffic enforcement measures. 

Melted 

Gary Fuller, a LibDem member of the town 
council, first noticed the rmusual lines as he 
went to look at some reported pot-holes in 
nearby streets. 

“The lines were obviously put down to 
prevent parking near the Garden of 
Remembrance,” he said. “But they appear to 
have melted - at least it looks that way.” 

Cllr Fuller said he was smprised that heat 
could have been generated in the street after 
such a wet summer.

“If it had been a constant heatwave over the 
last few months, then it would have been pos¬ 
sible the tarmac could have melted and taken 
the lines with it,” he said. 

“But it has been one of the wettest summers 
for years. The only thing I can think is that the 
lines were put down when the surface had just 
been freshly laid and was settling. 

“However, it only seems to have happened in 
one place. It’s a mystery.” 

The area in question is just a few yards long. 

“But it’s enough to park a smart car or a 
motorcycle in - as the lines certainly don’t look 
like they mark a no-parking area,” said Cllr 
Fuller. 

“Instead it looks like some sort of artwork.” 

Resident Hannah Bright added: “I have been 
used to spotting out-of-place and unusual 
objects this summer because of the Triennial. 

“And this does look like a piece of modem 
art.” 

The councillor has notified the Highways 
Agency but has not received a reply yet. 

However, a spokesman for the agency said: 
“We are looking into this.”

Injury figures 
putM20topof 
accident chart 


THE M20 is the worst-hit road in the 
UK when it comes to accidents 
caused by lorries in which people are 
killed or injured, according to figures 
released this week. 

HGVs account for 40 per cent of 
serious accidents along the motorway 
- but comprise just eight per cent of 
the traffic flow. 

This is nine per cent more than the 
number of deaths and injuries caused 
on the UK’s roads as a whole. 

One of the worst parts is the 
Folkestone stretch, where traffic for 
the Channel Tunnel meets vehicles 
going to the Port of Dover. 

The statistics have been compiled 
by the Liberal Democrats, who want 
to get more fi^eight on railways to cut 
deaths and injuries on roads. 

They have been compiled over five 
years as part of the party’s strategy- 
on transport infi-astmcture. 

LibDem transport spokesman 
Norman Baker said: “Some of our 
roads are becoming lorry accident 


blackspots. Many of these accidents 
could have been avoided. Our road 
network is clearly not capable of 
dealing with the volume of fi^eight it 
carries. Ensuring more fi^eight travels 
by rail would make it safer. 

“Instead of tackling the need for rail 
fi:night, the Government continues to 
plough money into road expansion.” 

The figures come out as the 
Government continues to look into 
plans to allow massive 60-tonne 
‘supertrucks’ onto the UKs roads. 

They are in regular use in Europe 
and the US, and the European Union 
would fike to see them permitted on 
aU member states’ roads - despite 
strong opposition fix)m road safety 
campaigners and environmental 
groups. 

Transport secretary Ruth Kelly has 
stated they are unsuitable for British 
roads, but pressm-e has been 
increased by the rising costs of fuel, 
which hauliers say make larger 
lorries more cost-effective.

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Sewage cakes in bad 
taste, say protestors 



Homeowners asked 
to help with survey 


THE results of a survey being carried out 
across Shepway is set to play an impor¬ 
tant role in helping secure Government 
funding to improve private homes. 

Residents living at 2,000 randomly- 
selected addresses are being asked to 
take part in the survey into the condition 
of their homes. 

The results will give Shepway council a 
snapshot of private housing across the 
district and strengthen its case when it 
comes to bidding for grants for home 
improvements, repairs, better heating 
and improved insulation. 

Cllr Keren Belcourt said the authority 
had a responsibility to assess the condi¬ 
tion of the private houses in its area so it 
could make decisions about allocating 
financial assistance. 

He said: “We cannot get an accurate 
picture from looking only at the outside 
of houses and we are asldng residents to 
allow a surveyor into their homes for the 
40-minute survey.” 

Green light for farm 
conversion to housing 

PLANS to renovate a farm and turn it 
into five new homes have got the go- 
ahead from Shepway councillors. 

The development will take place at 
Peene Farm in the village of Peene, just 
outside Folkestone along Newington 
Road. A car-parking building big enough 
for six vehicles wiU also be in place. 

Objections had been raised, including 
the possibility of traffic problems and the 
loss of identity of the community, but the 
project was passed unanimously, with 
cormciUors saying it was a major step 
towards rejuvenating the area and 
regenerating the village. 


CAMPAIGNERS are fighting to 
stop sewage being dumped on land, 
which they say causes a “horren¬ 
dous” smell hanging over Alding¬ 
ton, Sellindge and Smeeth. 

They want residents to object to a retrospec¬ 
tive planning application from farmers 
Wanstall and Sons, who are currently involved 
in disposing of the waste, which is in the form 
of ‘sewage cakes’. 

This is sludge from the bottom of sewage 
farm tanks which is partially dried and com¬ 
pressed. 

The company’s existing working licence does 
not cover all of its current activities, so it is 
applying for retrospective permission for a com¬ 
posting facility in Church Lane, Aldington. 
This would cover its current activities. 

Brian Elhs is leading the campaign against

the proposal and says people who agree with 
him need to register a protest by September 18. 

He said: “The proposal calls for permission to 
compost 25,000 tonnes of material a year - 
including 10,000 tonnes of sewage cake and 
5,000 tons of farm and green waste. 

“Of the farm waste, 1,500 tonnes will be the 
chicken manure, which causes the horrendous 
smell we have been experiencing.” 

Mr Ellis added: “The sewage cake is munici¬ 
pal sewage sludge from the bottom of a sewage 
farm. It is partially dried and used to be 
dumped in landfill but no longer can be. 

“Instead, a cheap way of getting it disposed of 
is to pay someone who has land to take it away 
and just spread it on the land, usually mixed 
with woodchips. 

‘We have experienced the smell created by 


the spreading of waste hanging over villages 
and making life very unpleasant. It has also 
driven away colonies of swans and grebes 
which used to live locally. 

“The other major factor is this counts as 
industrial activity. If permission is granted, 
then the site becomes a brownfield one. This 
would make it much easier for development, 
such as the proposed lorry park, to go through 
as planning protection for the land is far less.” 

Doug Wanstall is the man behind the com¬ 
posting proposal. He said the majority of the 
waste which would be disposed of would not 
smell at all. “The smell is caused by the chicken 
manure not by any of our other activities. 

“The composting we wish to do does not cre¬ 
ate an odour at all - as opposed to the chicken, 
which I admit does smell,” he said. 

“This summer we had many complaints 
about the chicken spreading, but not one about 
the composting we rmdertook.”

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Virus threat stamped 
out by vaccine uptake 


A 90 per cent plus take-up in vacci¬ 
nation against the bluetongue 
virus, which can prove fatal to live¬ 
stock, has spared the county’s sheep 
and cattle from infection. 

Last year the airborne vims proved a major 
headache for farmers, with quarantine zones 
established and lack of movement allowed for 
winter grazing. 

Some farms on Romney Marsh feared their 
animals would be wiped out and family busi¬ 
ness forced to go under. But at the start of the 
summer a vaccination programme was intro¬ 
duced by Government agency DEFRA. 

Some 98 per cent of farms which saw in infec¬ 
tion took up the offer, with the figure for farms 
as a whole more than 90 per cent. 

Animal health experts say the farmers’ action

prevented an outbreak of the disease - which 
causes sickness followed by death in its most 
severe form - comparable to that experienced 
in continental Em’ope, where herds and flocks 
were decimated. 

Anthony Greenleaves, vet manager of Animal 
Health, which is a branch of DEFRA, said that 
while people needed to be vigilant, large-scale 
problems had been avoided. 

“In terms of cases within the cormty we get 
one or two alerts a week and we check these 
out,” he said. “But in no cases during recent 
weeks have they proved positive.” 

This is the second year the disease has been 
viewed as a threat to the UK farming industry 
and experts feared it would be more devastat¬ 
ing than 12 months ago as the midges which 


spread it had already established a foothold in 
the UK and had become more accustomed to 
British climatic conditions. 

But Mr Greenleaves said: “The second season 
in Europe - the summer of 2007 - was the 
worst for farmers across the Channel. We are in 
effect a year behind them as it spread to these 
shores last year. 

“So it was very good to see how our farmers 
reacted. It has looked good so far and the pro¬ 
gramme of inoculation looks like it has done the 
trick. 

‘We do have a few cases of infected animals 
coming into the country from eastern Europe, so 
we are maintaining our level of alert. Also the 
vaccination programme will continue next year. 

“But it looks like we have been spared the 
worst we had anticipated, and thanks to the 
farmers the threat is not as great as first 
feared.” 


Campaigners pleased 
route is back on track 

EUROSTAR’S decision to reintroduce 
direct services between Ashford and 
Brussels in December has been applaud¬ 
ed by Rail For Folkestone. 

The campaign group was set up by 
Shepway council to lobby for high-speed 
services to London. 

Services from Ashford were halted 
after Ebbsfleet station opened, but a 
review promoted their return.

Vandals have left a trail of destruction at the Grade IMisted Leas Vinery - which was only 
restored to former glory 12 months ago. 

Broken glass, litter, graffiti, urine and vomit were left along the 1930s walkway, which is just 
below the main footpath along the top of the cliff in Folkestone. 

Since its restoration the pathway has been popular with families because of its sweeping views 
across the Channel. But it is estimated £2,000 will now need to be spent on repairing the 
damage, which is believed to have been caused when a party was held at the site. Vandals broke 
down one of the vines, destroyed a wooden fence and broke up a bench to get fuel for a bonfire. 
They also left empty bottles and cans strewn across the seating area. 

One person has been arrested after CCTV footage showed youths climbing on to the roof. 


Water research concluded

FDWS planner Chris Taylor said the aim 
had been to collect a range of views. 


He said: “To ensure a secure and sustain¬ 
able water supply we need to plan on a long¬ 
term basis, and consulting with key stake¬ 
holders and om- customers is an important 
part of this process. 

‘We undertake regular research to find out 
the priorities of our customers and hold 
detailed discussions with the Consumer 
Council for Water.” 

The plan’s aim is to reduce average water 
use per person per day to 120 litres, in con¬ 
trast with the current UK average of more 
than 150 litres a day.

QTell us how the memorial came about 

A Geoffrey Page was a 20-year-old Hurri¬ 
cane pilot who was shot down during 
the Battle of Britain and very badly 
burned. Years later, he realised there was 
no national memorial to The Few and 
founded the Battle of Britain Memorial 
Trust. In July 1993, Geoffrey was able to 
watch as Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother opened the Memorial. Geoffrey 
died in 2000, but the trust continues his 
work to ensure new generations under¬ 
stand the heroism displayed in 1940 by the 
airmen and all who supported them.

Why was the site chosen? 


A Could anywhere be more appropriate 
than the cliffs over which so much of the 
fighting took place? 

Q Who was behind the sculpture, and where did the 
replica aircraft come from? 

A The sculptor was Harry Gray and he 
has said: “The figure of a young pilot in 
a seated pose reflects the youth of those 
who flew in the battle, suggesting con¬ 
templation and vigilance rather than 
aggression and combat. It refers also to the 
fact that the pilots faced death alone.” 

It is also important that the rank of the 
airman is not visible. He could be a ser¬ 


geant... he could be a squadron leader. 

We felt it was important to have full- 
sized replicas of the two main RAF planes 
which fought in the battle. They are both 
based on particular aircraft. In the case of 
the Hurricane it is Little Willie, of 56 
Squadron, which Geoffrey Page was flying 
when he was shot down. 

Q How do the veterans feel when they see the wall 
with the names on it - and indeed the whole site? 

A We hear many comments from veterans 
who are delighted they are remem¬ 
bered. This year, at the annual Memorial 
Day, Flight Lieutenant William Walker, a 
Spitfire pilot shot down over Dover, read a 
poem he had written called Our Wall. It 
starts: ‘Here inscribed the names of fnends 
we knew/Young men with whom we often 
flew...’ And concludes: ‘Many now lie in 
sacred graves/And many rest beneath the 
waves/Outnumbered every day they flew/ 
Remembered here as just The Few’. 

More and more relatives come to find the 
name of a member of their family - we see 
so many standing at the wall deep in 
thought. 

Q Have you any major plans for a 70th anniversary in 
two years'time? 

A Memorial Day will be a very special 
occasion in 2010 and the planning has 
started. In addition. The Memorial Trust 


has asked me to write a book with a Battle 
of Britain theme and Richard Hunting, 
chairman of the trust, has financed a 
researcher to help me. We are making good 
progress and I hope it will present the 
Battle from rather a new angle. 

Q What has been the most memorable experience for 
you in your woii< there? 

A in acting as a trustee and honorary 
public relations adviser, the chance to 
meet so many of The Few and to be able to 
coax out of them their memories of the 
summer and autumn of 1940.

How is the fund-raising going? 


people have been very generous 
over the years, but the Memorial Trust 
always needs new funds to develop the 
National Memorial site and ensure 
remains for all time. This year’s major 
fund-raising event was the Royal Gala 
performance at the London Palladium on 
Sunday [September 7].

Have you any future plans for the memorial? 


A We want to make steady progress in 
attracting new visitors, but the Nat¬ 
ional Memorial will never be a theme park. 
We will shortly be installing touch-screens 
to provide a range of information.

POP group McFly agreed to head¬ 
line a charity concert for wounded 
soldiers in Kent next weekend to 
show their support for the bravery 
of our troops. 

'The four-piece band - singer Tom Fletcher, 
guitarist Danny Jones, bassist Dougie Poynter 
and drummer Harry Judd - say they deeply 
admire the bravery and sacrifice of our men 
and women in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

'The band, who have had seven number one 
singles and two number one albums, said the 
Day For Heroes event in front of an expected 
35,000 fans at the County Showground, 
Detling, is the perfect way to show their appre¬ 
ciation. 

Dougie said: “We’re looking forward to it. 
Anything like that we’re totally up for - we 
never let an 3 d;hing like that down. You’re talk¬ 
ing to the world’s biggest wimps, so what the 
soldiers are doing over there is absolutely 
amazing.” 

'The band tops a bill including Nik Kershaw, 
the Counterfeit Stones, Ultimate Earth, Wind 
and Fire and Bob Marley tribute act Legend. 

Dougie said he was a big fan of an 3 dhing to 
do with the reggae master. 

He said: “I was listening to Bob Marley yes¬ 
terday actually. He was amazing and I’ll defi¬ 
nitely look forward to checking that out.” 

'There will also be an appearance by Jeff 
Silbar, co-writer of the ballad Wind Beneath 
My Wings. He will perform the song with soul 
diva Jocel 3 m Brown.

CHILDREN’S services across the 
county have entered into new part¬ 
nerships in a bid to work more 
closely together. 

Now a total of 23 new local children’s servic¬ 
es partnerships will combine representatives 
from Kent County Council services, schools, 
social care, district councils, health and the 
police, as well as other voluntary services and 
agencies who work with children. 

The move is part of a national programme of 
reform to improve the health, safety and 
learning of all children and yormg people. 

It will be overseen by the Kent Children’s 
Trust. 

KCC’s managing director of children, fami¬ 
lies and education, Graham Badman, chairs 


the trust and the 
Bishop of Dover, the 
Rt Rev Dr Stephen 
Venner, is deputy 
chairman. Mr 

Badman said: “The 
new partnerships 
will not only make a 
difference to the way 
services for children 
work together in 
Kent but most importantly for children and 
young people themselves. 

“They will strengthen the networks between 
agencies to help ensure each individual child 
receives the care and attention they need. 

“The most vulnerable children in our society 
must be given the highest priority and these 
new arrangements will help to do this.” 

The local partnerships will be led by a local 
children’s services partnership manager. 


Val Walton and Stephen Smith are set to run 
the Shepway group. Their first responsibility 
will be to develop a local children and young 
people’s plan based on local needs. 

Ms Walton said: “I am looking forward to 
developing even fiuther our work with other 
agencies supporting children, young people 
and their families. 

“We have identified seven priorities to be 
working on that have been identified with the 
help of children and parents themselves. 

“The new partnerships present an exciting 
challenge to us all in the coming months.” 

KCC cabinet member for children, families 
and education standards, Cllr Leyland 
Ridings, said: “This is a hugely significant 
moment in the development of our children’s 
trust arrangements and our ambition to 
improve the wellbeing and life chances for 
Kent children and young people.

Our cops hop across the Channel ^Siere'sites 


POLICE officers from Kent have cross the 
English Channel as part of a major crack¬ 
down on speeding British tourists and busi¬ 
ness travellers on French roads. 

Three officers took a trip to the Continent to 
work with the Gendarmerie Nationale in a 
road safety exercise aimed at preventing 
accidents involving British motorists. 

Two traffic officers and a linguist took part 
in the exchange which came about because 
of concerns voiced by the Prefect of the Pas 
de Calais about the high number of speeding 
British motorists in northern France. 

Based mostly at motorway tolls and serv¬ 
ice areas south of Calais, the gendarmes 
focused on GB motorists as they checked 
vehicle condition, examined driving docu¬ 
ments and looked for safety devices carried 
in cars which include high-visibility vests 


and a warning triangle - mandatory on 
French roads. About 200 vests were given 
out to motorists who were unaware of this 
aspect of French highway law. 

Chief Inspector Roscoe Walford said: “We 
worked alongside the gendarmerie to give 
and receive road safety advice, learn good 
practice, help with language difficulties, pro¬ 
mote our Travelling Abroad web page and 
observe French procedures. 

‘We can always learn something from our 
colleagues across local, regional and nation¬ 
al borders and they can learn from us. 

‘We work closely with our French col¬ 
leagues in relation to serious and organised 
crime and this cross-border road safety oper¬ 
ation is a natural next step in that process.” 

Kent Police will host officers from the 
Gendarmerie Nationale in a similar opera¬ 


tion later this month. 

Deputy head of the gendarmerie traffic 
department for the Pas de Calais, Lt Patrick 
Vanderstraeten, said: “Many citizens of EU 
countries use our roads either to travel to a 
holiday or business destination within 
France or are en route to another country. 

“It is only right that drivers in a foreign 
country should take responsibility for their 
safety by obe 3 dng the rules of the road. 

“Failure to keep to the speed limit has led 
to four deaths and 13 injuries on the motor¬ 
ways of the Nord Pas de Calais this year. 
Half of the speeding offences detected at 
more than 200kph (125mph) in this area 
have been committed by British drivers.” 

“The fact that you may be travelling in a 
foreign country should not cause you to be 
careless with your life.” 


RESIDENTS are being urged to give then- 
views on plans for new camping sites for gypsies 
and other travellers. 

The South East England Regional Assembly 
has laimched a public consultation on its 10- 
year target for areas which would be available 
to travellers as campsites. 

It wants views on how spaces should be sited 
across the South East, including Kent. 

More than 1,200 new spaces are planned for 
the region, which reaches as far as 
Buckinghamshire. 

Assembly member CUr Moira Gibson said: 
“After years of uncertainty over making space 
for gypsies and travellers, councils now have a 
duty to provide new spaces in a bid to cut home¬ 
lessness and reduce illegal camping. 

‘We want to hear everyone's opinion on the 
new plans.” 

The consultation will end on November 21.

The Manchester mud is a long 
way from Copacabana beach 


WITH the Premiership about to 
resume after the annoying incon¬ 
venience of a couple of England fix¬ 
tures, there’s one game that really 
catches the eye this weekend - 
Manchester City v Chelsea. 

I don’t suppose too many people at the start 
of the season would have thought an 3 dhing 
involving the less famous team from the city 
that gave us Boddington’s would be of any 
real interest. 

But Citteh (as they are known to true fans) 
have gone and got themselves bought by a 
sheik who makes Roman Abramovich look like 
a bit of a skinflint. 

So, the newly nouveau rich will take on the 
slightly older new money in a battle of the 
bank balances at Eastlands. 

City struck the first blow in the cash war 
when they nabbed long-term Chelsea target 
Robinho from Real Madrid. 

The Sky Blues are being compared to 
Chelsea in the days following Abramovich’s 


arrival. But I think the parallels between the 
clubs can be best illustrated if you look at 
Chelsea in the summer of 1995. 

At that time - resplendent in an “amber and 
graphite” (orange and grey) away strip - they 
hadn’t won an 3 dhing of note since 1971 but 
managed, through the contacts of then 
manager Glenn Hoddle, to land dreadlocked 
Dutch superstar Ruud Gullit, a one-time 
world player of the year. 

He looked a little out of place in a team 
boasting players such as David Lee, Terry 
Phelan, Scott Minto, Paul Fm’long and Mark 
Stein. And he seemed frankly bewildered 
when partnering Eddie Newton in midfield or 
playing as a sweeper behind Frank What’s he 
doing?’ Sinclair. 

A little bit of class was added that summer 
when Mark Hughes - coincidentally now City 
manager - joined. 

But for the most part the Dutch maestro 
formd himself - from his debut in a friendly at 
Gillingham through to an FA Cup semi-final 
defeat by Manchester United - trying to come 
to terms with the shortcomings of a journey¬ 


man outfit. City have some class players - 
former Chelsea man Shaun Wright-Phillips 
and Brazilian Jo - so Robinho won’t have to do 
it all himself But he is going to a club which 
has won nothing for years and struggled 
through the first round of the UEFA Cup. 

He will certainly notice the difference 
between Manchester and Madrid. So the 
question for people who follow the game has to 
be: what happens next? 

If Robinho succeeds, others will follow - just 
as the likes of Vialli, Zola and de Matteo were 
attracted to Chelsea by Gullit. 

But what if it all implodes? After all, who 
was the last South American to really make 
an impact in English football? 

Roque Santa Cruz has done well, Gus Poyet 
was consistent, Tino Asprilla was good for 
about five minutes, but Ricky Villa and Ossie 
Ardiles were the last people from that part of 
the world to be really big players in our game.

Partial preservation 
is the way to go 

REGARDING the story concerning 
the harbour branch railway line 
and the campaign launch 
(Yourshepway, August 27), I 
suggest foil preservation of the old 
line may be a nice idea but 
extremely unlikely to happen, 
given that Mr DeHaan owns most 
of the harbour area now anyway. 

Firstly, local people voted nine 
to one in favour of Mr DeHaan’s 
entire seafront, knowing it would 
mean the removal of the line. 

These plans may be on hold at 
the moment due to the credit 
crunch, but that’s all. The financial 
situation also makes the line a 
non-starter an 3 rway. 

Once things improve, or even 
before then, it is the DeHaan 
development of the entire site that 
will undoubtedly go ahead. 

So it’s far more sensible to 
conserve only what can be saved of 
the line. This should include, for 
instance, the signal box and parts 
of the station as examples, along 
with the stone Neptune-headed 
monolith. 

These could be resited, perhaps 
on the old East Station site, 
alongside a museum of the line 
there, the latter including the 
history of all of Shepway’s railway 
system. Adding a platform at that 
site may also facilitate further 
steam and other visits. 

None of this requires the whole 
line to be preserved. 

The First World War trails, pier 
cafe and memorial could also be 
done without the rest of the old 
line. 

Folkestone West station, where 
the troops detrained, would play a 
more prominent part, and I hear 
that a room in the redeveloped 
station may be used for something 
on these lines. 


As regards the port, the plan for 
conventional vessels again appears 
to be a non-starter, with LD Lines 
already having rejecting it and 
going to Dover. 

A fast-craft-only service might be 
possible, but not unless firms like 
Speedferries, currently operating 
from Dover, think it would pay. 

Finally, I’ve heard some 
disturbing news about the group’s 
committee. Apparently the initial 
chairman and another member 
were removed after a meeting at 
which neither were present, the 
former being ‘offered’ the post of 
president. He, rightly, refused this. 

Despite the changes - and like it 
or not -1 suggest the group will 
have to rethink its objectives if any 
of the old line is to be conserved.

I have detected pig waste in this 
area on many an occasion while 
resident here and I have no doubt 
that most of the smells originated 
in Kentish agricultural fields. 

Residents of Canterbrny will 
know that a centrally-located 
leather factory gave rise to most 
unpleasant odours for four decades 
or more, but thankfully the site has 
been redeveloped.

The Whitfield site answers all 
the questions that should be 
addressed and has not been 
properly investigated - which it 
should have been. 

The PCT should not be entrusted 


with this final decision and the 
Government, if it’s listening, should 
be involved if a monumental missed 
opportunity is not to be the result.

However, when I spoke to Mark 
Arden, he had just spoken to Phil and 
then Steve Frost, Mark’s friend, 
agreed to do it. We spoke to a booking 
agent who started putting the word 
out and all the names we wanted 
became available at reasonable 
prices.”

Costumed in tragedy

MONTHS of being sewn 
in and out of 18th centu¬ 
ry corsets have clearly 
taken their toll on Keira 
Knightley 

The 23-year-old Pirates of The 
Caribbean star arrived for this 
interview in what looks like a fiill- 
length fnlly black nightie. 

Keira clearly learned one thing 
from portraying infamous 18th 
century socialite Georgiana, 
Duchess of Devonshire, in her lat¬ 
est film The Duchess - that she 
needs to take full advantage of 
her modem right to breathe. 

“The costumes were completely 
fantastic because Georgiana was 
a very famous fashion icon. But 
they weren’t particularly comfort¬ 
able,” she says frankly. 

“In a corset you can’t catch your 
breath. It means your emotions 
are heightened because you can’t 
cahn down.” 

Considering she plays an aristo¬ 
crat whose glamorous, yet tragic, 
life has led her to be compared 
with the late Princess of Wales, 
this was not such a bad thing. 

Author Amanda Foreman is 
largely responsible for bringing 
the duchess’ life back into the 
spotlight, thanks to a biography 
she wrote in 1998. 

Details about her husband’s 
infidelity, her trend-setting out¬ 
fits, affair with fiitme prime min¬ 
ister Lord Grey and eventual 
menage-a-trois with her husband 
and former best fnend Lady Bess 
Foster, proved sensational read¬ 
ing and the book was an instant 
hit. 

The film version stars Keira 
Knightley along with Ralph 
Fiennes as the Duke, Dominic 
Cooper (The History Boys and 
Mamma Mia) as her lover Lord 
Grey and Hayley Atwell (The 


Line Of Beauty) as Bess. 

Although the film’s producers 
are hoping that linking Diana, 
Princess of Wales with her great- 
great-great-great-armt Georgiana 
will help attract large audiences, 
Keira says she didn’t play on the 
connection. 

“I was 11 when Diana died. I 
knew when I was going into it 
that she was a distant relation 
but that’s as far as my knowledge 
went. I was making a film about 


Georgiana Duchess of Devonshire 
and I think she’s an interesting 
enough person to warrant a film 
about her, without comparison.” 

The beautiful and charismatic 
Georgiana was married at 17 to 
the Duke of Devonshire - a man 
more interested in sleeping with 
the maids and playing with his 
dogs than his new wife - and for 
many years she was unable to 
bear him an heir. 

Her husband ignored her as a

result and her dreams of a fairy¬ 
tale life gradually died. 

But despite her personal prob¬ 
lems, the young duchess won the 
heart of English society, and only 
the Duke seemed immune to her 
appeal. 

“When I read the script the first 
thing that struck me was how 
incredibly lonely this woman 
was,” says Keira. 

“She was constantly surrounded 
by so many people and yet entire¬ 
ly alone. I think she just tried to 
grab on to any kind of love and 
attention she could possibly get.” 

Naturally enthusiastic and 
intelligent, Georgiana became 
involved in politics and eventual¬ 
ly fell in love with the future 
Prime Minister, Lord Grey. 

But despite having to accept her 
husband’s mistress in a hmniliat- 
ing and extremely public menage- 
a-trois, her love for Grey was for¬ 
bidden by the Diike. 

“The whole journey for her is 
one from idealism to reality - she 
gets broken down. She couldn’t 
have lived with herself if she’d 
gone off with Grey and given up 
her kids. 

“I don’t know if it has a happy 
ending but I think she survives 
and that can only be positive.”

HEALTHY 
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Try the pleasures of plantation life

NEXT time you pour yourself a cup 
of tea, drink a toast to Devastating 
Emily That was the lurid nick¬ 
name of a leaf virus that wiped out 
the coffee crop in Ceylon in the 
1870s. 

But a group of mainly Scottish pioneers 
weren’t to be beaten. They were already grow¬ 
ing tea - green gold. TTie plantations they 
established and the bankrupt coffee estates 
they bought are still producing some of the 
best of the world’s crop. 

Four thousand feet up in the centre of the 
country, now Sri Lanka, life has hardly 
changed since those days. 

Until recently the area was hardly a holiday 
region. Transport isn’t easy in Sri Lanka; most 
people travel in crowded buses that hurtle and 
roar around the hairpin bends. 

This is definitely not a self-drive destination 
and most visitors hire a car with a driver for 
their trip. You’d be a nervous wreck five min¬ 
utes after leaving the airport, even if Sri 
Lankans do drive on the left (in theory). 

The four-hour drive from Colombo, the 
island’s capital and site of its only internation¬ 
al airport, can be arduous even with a skilled 
and friendly driver like ours. But it’s worth it. 
Tucked away amid the rolling, vivid green tea

estates is Tea Trails, four large bungalows that 
were once the homes of European planters. 

Now tourists sample the luxurious life they 
once lived, complete with complementary gin 
and tonics, British cooking and clotted cream 
high teas. 

These historic buildings, with a total of 20 
luxurious bedrooms and suites, have been 
restored by Dilmah, one of Sri Lanka’s leading 
tea producers. Each bungalow has its own 
manager, butler, chef and gardeners. They all 
have beautifully-kept grormds and overlook, or 
are close to, Castlereagh Lake, a reservoir in 
the Bogawantalawa Valley, known as the 


Golden Valley of Tea. And there’s plenty to do 
from your bungalow base. Activities include 
white water rafting, mountain biking, kayak¬ 
ing on the lake and treks and walks through 
the hillside tea plantations. 

One essential visit is to one of the tea facto¬ 
ries, huge three or four-storey multi-windowed 
buildings where - in less than 24 horn’s - 
freshly picked leaves are turned into the black 
tea we know so well. The tea is taken to 
Colombo for auction and more than 90 per 
cent is exported. But you can buy it at one of 
the many factories, which welcome visitors 
and have their own shops. 

Sri Lanka has plenty of other attractions to 
offer visitors and we managed to cram in sev¬ 
eral in our short stay. 

The island’s beaches are famous and a good 
stop after a long flight is Negombo, just a few 
miles from the airport. Sri La nk ans are mad 
on cricket and there were some very promising 
youngsters playing on the sands. 

Also on our itinerary was some cultm’e - two 
World Heritage Sites, the cave paintings and 
Buddha statues at Dambulla and the 200- 
metre high Sigiriya rock fortress and gardens. 

And you can’t miss the elephants. We saw 50 
at dusk by a lake in Kaudulla National Park, 
and later visited the Pinnewala elephant 
orphanage, where around 80 animals of all 
ages live and bathe twice a day in the nearby 
river under the gaze of the tourists. 

But my lasting memory of Sri Lanka will be 
the dark green hillsides of the tea cormtry.

Website makes 
the right moves 
for a good profit 

PROPERTY listings site Rightmove has 
reported a strong set of financial results 
for the first half of the year, despite the 
turbulence in the market. 

Revenue for the six months ending 
June 30 was up by 49 per cent to some 
£37.8 million, in comparison to a figure 
of £25.4 million for the same period last 
year. 

This allowed the site to generate oper¬ 
ating profit of £20.8 million, up 58 per 
cent from £13.2m for the same period in 
2007. 

The increases in revenue and profit 
have been driven by a rise in the average 
revenue per advertiser, which is up from 
£234 per month last year to £317 over 
the period. 

Approximately 90 per cent of all the 
residential property advertised for sale 
in the UK appears on the site, with 
Rightmove now the dominant force in 
the industry. 

“These strong results, coming at a time 
of severe housing market difiiculties, are 
evidence of the strength of the Right- 
move proposition and the loyalty of om 
customers,” said Ed Williams, group 
managing director. 

“We are redoubling our efforts to 
ensure that Rightmove generates the 
enquiries from prospective homebuyers 
which our customers so desperately 
need.” 

Positive outlook for 
buy-to-let investors 

MORTGAGE brokers remain positive 
about the prospects for professional buy- 
to-let investors but are unsure about 
amateur landlords, a survey undertaken 
by market analysts has revealed. 

The study from The Mortgage Works, 
said that while 45 per cent thought they 
would maintain their portfolio as it is, 49 
per cent said they expected professional 
investors to acquire new properties this 
year. 

This is up from 44 per cent six months 
ago, suggesting intermediaries are 
becoming more optimistic about land¬ 
lords’ ability to negotiate the credit 
crunch successfully. 

In contrast, there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the proportion of bro¬ 
kers who feel amateur landlords will not 
acquire new properties. 


Fee suspension stamps 
out mortgage struggles 

Scheme also helps 
first-time buyers

STAMP duty has been suspended 
for a year on properties that cost 
less than £175,000 in a bid to boost 
the housing market and keep peo¬ 
ple struggling with repayments in 
their homes. 

The move forms part of an emergency rescue 
package for home buyers and owners and was 
designed to help those who are facing repos¬ 
session to stay in their homes. 

Under the scheme, which will cost £lbn, vul¬ 
nerable families will be offered the chance to 
sell their home and rent it back at a cheaper 
price. 

They can sell the property to a registered 
social landlord who will clear the mortgage 
and then offer them a cheaper price in rent. 

They will also have the opportunity to enter 
into shared ownership of the property. 

The policy is designed to help families strug¬ 
gling with mortgages, but also those attempt¬ 
ing to get on to the property ladder. 

First-time buyers whose household income 
is less than £60,000 will be able to buy newly 
built properties with an equity loan of up to 30 
per cent of the property's value. 

Communities secretary Hazel Blears said: 

“This is about those families out there who 
want to get a house of their own, or those 
struggling with a mortgage. 

“The Government has a responsibility to 
help,” she said. 

Recent figures show the nmnber of homes 
being repossessed hit their highest level for 12 
years during the first half of the year. 

Around 18,900 properties were taken back 
by lenders - 48 per cent more than dming the 
same period of 2007. 

Last month the Chancellor Alistair Darling 
was accused of damaging the faltering hous¬ 
ing market when he refused to rule out a tem¬ 
porary suspension of stamp duty. 

Estate agents claimed this was making buy¬ 
ers “wait and see” what might happen amid

Ford's new Kuga proves 
impressive yet frustrating

Other compact 4x4s claim the “best driving’ 
crown, but the Kuga feels like the real deal.

CUT BACK: Badar Khan recommends some easy ways to reduce spending by raising awareness and turning things off

RESEARCH shows two out of 
every three small and medium 
sized enterprises (SMEs) are doing 
all they can to be energy efficient 
or are desperate for help on how to 
reduce energy usage. 

Badar Khan, managing director of British 
Gas Business, told KOS Media that at a time 
of rising inflation, increasing costs across the 
board and reductions in entrepreneurs’ tax 
relief, SMEs in Kent are feeling the pinch. 

He said: “As they look at ways to cut costs, 
we think they could be missing some small 
tricks that could have a big impact. 

“Research conducted by Ipsos MORI shows 
61 per cent of SMEs believe they are doing aU 
they can to be energy efficient and a similar 
number are crying out for help and advice on 
how they can further reduce their energy- 
usage.” 

He recommends four ways of cutting energy- 
use and saving money on energy bills - ways 
that have worked at Ms firm’s Leicester office, 
where they’ve reduced electricity consumption 
by 13 per cent and gas by 50 per cent. 

Mr Khan said tMs has helped the office save 
455 tonnes of carbon dioxide and £58,000 on 
energy bills. 

His four top tips are: 

• Education. Did you know that leaving a pho¬ 
tocopier on overnight wastes enough energy to 
make 1,500 A4 copies, and just 7cm of insula¬ 
tion on your hot water boiler and lagging of 
water pipes will save energy and prevent 
burst pipes in cold weather? 

Teach yoru- people to help them realise they 
can all make a real difference: reducing these 
costs will be good news for everyone. 
•Dissemination. Designate a ‘green team’ 
whose responsibility it is to make sure energy- 
efficient measures are implemented quickly. 
It’s their responsibility to educate colleagues 
about the company’s ‘green’ policies and make 
sure everything is switched off at the end of 
the day. Just turning off lights at night can cut 
your lighting bill by 15 per cent. 

WMle more of our customers are practising 


energy efficiency at home, at work few people 
seem to know where the buck should stop. 

• Visualisation. Putting up posters and stick¬ 
ers around the workplace will remind people 
what they can do to save energy - and money. 
Also, turning down your thermostat by one 
degree can shave eight per cent of your energy 
bill. 

• Action. Installing time switches to shut 
macMnes down overnight can help you make 
significant savings over the course of a year 


and cavity wall insulation and draft excluders 
can reduce heat loss and energy consumption 
by up to 35 per cent. 

For those looking at longer term savings, 
consider generating your own energy tMough 
new technologies such as solar photovoltaic 
and combined heat and power (CHP) systems. 

The Enhanced Capital Allowances Scheme 
also offers tax incentives to businesses that 
invest in energy-saving equipment making 
tMs a viable option.

Town finished 13 points adrift of safety. 

It meant Sandwich’s stay in the top fiight last¬ 
ed a single season following promotion as run¬ 
ners-up from Division One in 2007. 

A victory against Beckenham in week two 
boosted hopes they could survive in the Premier 
Division, but they only managed one other win 
in the first half of the season. 

A brilliant 146 not out from Kent youngster 
Sam Northeast inspired Sandwich to victory 
against feUow stragglers Lordswood last month. 

It proved to be a false dawn as defeat to St 
Lawrence in the following game left them with 
too much to do going into the final rormd of 
games. 

Sibton Park suffered a similar fate in Division 
One, relegated by just five points. They at least 
had the chance to decide their own fate, as their 
crunch decider against Whitstable survived the 
worst of the weather. 

In a game reduced to 30 overs-a-side, a 
partnership of 62 between George Leadbetter 
and Steve Hobbs got them off to a good start but 
a procession of wickets saw them slmnp to 115- 
9 from their allocation. 

The equation for them was simple: take ten 
wickets or be relegated. Unfortunately for the 
hosts, Whitstable’s batsmen produced a stub¬ 
born defensive display which saw them inch 
along at less than three runs an over, finishing 
on 78-1. 

Although Sibton Park claimed a winning 
draw, it was not enough to prevent a slide into 
Division Two next season. 

Folkestone avoided any such drama, finishing 
in sixth after a mediocre season where they 
failed to threaten for promotion and after recov¬ 
ering from a poor start, were also relatively 
rmtroubled by thoughts of relegation. 

The abandonment did not worry H 3 fthe, who 
were confirmed as champions of a competitive 
Division Two, eventually triumphing by 11 
points. Arguably their top performer was Ben 


Dwyer, who was the division’s leading wicket 
taker with 38 victims at an average of 16.5. 

Betteshanger CoUiery Welfare were also cele¬ 
brating after winning the Feeder League East 
lA after a 109-run win against Bobbing Court. 
Just two defeats aU season laid the foundation 


for the title, finishing well clear of nearest chal¬ 
lengers Cowdrey. 

Deal Victoria & Bams Close could not main¬ 
tain the excellent early season form which saw 
them top the table, finishing down in fourth 
position.
